The composition o i a Cabinet to give 
all parts of the Province representa¬ 
tion is a difficult task for the new 
Premier.

but outside, of the coast cities the dis¬ 
tribution of portfolios, to satisfy all 
districts, will be a formidable problem. 
In the first place it will b? difficult 
to refuse two portfolios to the Okan¬ 
ogan Valley with its relatively small 
population, as Mr. Jones, representing 
South Okanagan. and Mr McKenzie, 
the neighboring constituency of 
Slmilkamen. both have claims for Cab¬ 
inet rank for their long service In the 
Legislature Mr Jones expects to be 
Minister of Flnaiitc. but Vancouver 
Conservatives will insist that this im¬ 
portant portfolio remain In Vancouver, 
and the only position left for the South 
Okanagan member is the Department 
of Agriculture Mr McKenzie seema

/CANADA HAS PLAYED AN IMPOR- 

tanl part as a member of the League of Na¬ 
tions. She now occupies a seat on the Council. A 
Canadian presided over the General Assembly of 
the League in 1925. For theee reasons, if for no 
others, it is fitting that the Prime Minister of the 
Dominion should take a turn as one of our dele¬ 
gates. Mr. Mackenzie King would be an interesting 
and forceful figure at the public sessions of the or¬ 
ganization at Geneva. He would be able to speak 
with authority of the cordial relations which exist 
between the nations of this part of the New World, of 
the part Canada plays as interpreter between the re¬ 
public on the south of us and the rest of the British 
Empire, and to point to the moral of an unguarded 
boundary stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
It is true that he would not be discussing a new sub¬ 
ject; but his gift of oratory, his intimate understand¬ 
ing and appreciation of the worth of friendly contact 
between the two branches of the English-speaking 
peoples, undoubtedly would enable him to impart a 
new significance to the theme. 

For more than ooe hundred years Canada has 
gone her way in peace alongside one of the wealthiest 
and most powerful nations in the world. Disputes have 
cibpped up from time to time: but peaceful means 
have been discovered to settle them. Old World 
sceptics sometimes tell us that there is nothing wonder¬ 
ful in two peoples speaking the same language, en¬ 
joying the freedom of similar institutions, living on 
such friendly terms with one another. There is no 
special force in the argument One of the bloodiest 
wan fought in the last hundred years was fought be¬ 
tween the American people themselves. Within the 
memory of all is the strife which rent Ireland for so 
long. The reason for the goodwill which exists be¬ 
tween Canada and the United Stales lies deeper than 
this. Our people and the people in the neighbor¬ 
ing republic realize the futility of war. They know it 
rarely settles anything, but always unsettles every¬ 
thing. They are opposed to the wanton destruction 
of human life and the aeedlesa dissipation of material 
treasure. That is why they do not get Unduly ex¬ 
cited when two peoples in some remote region of the 
Otd World glare al one another and rattle the sword. 
As the years go by their attitude towards the peppery 
folk of continental Europe will be still more frigid 
unleu a greater disposition to live on more friendly 
terms with one another shall manifest itself. It is 
well, therefore, that Premier King should give the 
New World ring to the debates of the next Assembly 
of the League of Nations with all the authority, as 
far as Canada is concerned, which he can command. 
He can not speak for the United States, but the far- 
reaching significance of the Kellogg peace proposal 
should find tome encouraging reaction at Geneva

assume that an important statement made by a dele-, 
gate to the meetings here of the Pacific Northwest 
Rea! Estate Association may have been overlooked. 
But in view of what some of our political friends 
have been telling us about United States prosperity 
and high wages it is worthy of comment. 

The delegate was Mr. Horace A Dryer, of 
Portland, who is director of the fanning lands di¬ 
vision of the National Association of R^af Estate 
Boards in the United Slates. He said that many 
people in the republic who have been "eking out an 
existence in the cities** are going back to the farm. 
"High wages are gone.** Mr. Dryer proceeded, “and 
people are straining to get back to the land. Just 
think, three million people left the laud from 1920 
to 1925. over 77,000 farms being abandoned, which 
meant over 35,000,000 acres of good land pro¬ 
ducing nothing!" 

Let it be noted that the speaker was a citizen 
of the United States in a position to know whereof 
he spoke, not interested in the rival claims of Canadian 
Liberal or Conservative. He calls it "eking out an 
existence m the cities." Here obviously is another 
part of the reason why Canadians are coming back 
to this Dominion from the United States in such 
large numbers. 

MU. BENNETT S PLAINT . 

pVEN IN THE FACE OF UNITED 

Stales statistics and figure* available to himself 
in Canada. Hon. R. B. Bennett, leader 'of the op¬ 
position in the House of Commons, continues to tell 
the Canadian people that their most urgent duty is 
to stop what he calls the great exodus of Canadians 
to the United States. His remedy for this so-called 
condition, of course, h more tariff protection. 

It is difficult to imdeTstand how a public man 
occupying the important position in the country’s af¬ 
fairs that Mr. Bennett does so willingly will descend 
to tactics of this kind in the hope of making a little 
political capital. His latest speech along these lines 
was delivered at Oshawa on Saturday night, at which, 
by the way, his chairman, Hon. John M. Martin. 
Ontario’s M mister of Agriculture, declared that the 
Canadian-Australian Treaty had worked **a grave 
—injustice" on the peo pl e of-thia- coun try. — - 

It must he rather difficult for some newspapers 
like The Vancouver Daily Province, for instance, to 
be patient while the leader they support indulges ra 
such fairy tales. Our Vancouver contemporary, in¬ 
cidentally. obviously refuses to admit that Mr. Ben¬ 
nett has painted a fair picture of Canada and Can¬ 
adian conditions. It said this editorially yesterday: 

No one who has given any heed to the affair* of 
Canada during the past year or ao ran doubt that the 
sun of prosperity U shining brightly on this country.. 
Here on the Pacific Coast we can feel It* invigorating 
rays, and other province* report that It la warming them 
and stimulating them to activity, turning their factory 
wheels, making waste areas blossom, developing dtlea. 
building up greater ggpestt* in the saving* banks. In 
the ttntted ststesi, long rented toe the very home 
of prosperity, men seem to be in some doubt aa to 
whether the sun is still shining or whether it has re¬ 
tired behind the clouds. 

The V ancouver paper then proceeds to quote Mr. 
Roger Babson, whose trade and statistical service is 
one of the most reliable authorities on this continent, 
saying that he is complaining of the "lamentable 
lack of knowledge on unemployment, its extent and 
distribution" in the United States. He declarer that 
there is no doubt that over the United States there 
are more workers out of jobs than there ought to 
be. He points out. as The Province notes, that 
employment is lower, payrolls are down and workers 
■ are showing less tendency to shift from job to job. 
Instead, they hold the positions they have, not know¬ 
ing when they can get others. 

No doubt Mr. Bennett expects to gain something 
by a constant reiteration of the libel on the loyalty 
of our own people to their own country. He will 
probably use it more than ever after having seen how 
"h*s time for a change" worked in British Columbia 
last week. But long before be has an opportunity to 
test it oat he will have discovered that Canadian pros¬ 
perity has become so firmly rooted that ftis voice will 
be like that of ctae crying in the political wilderness.

British Columbia la playing Its part 
In the movement which la gathering 
force throughout the Dominion which 
should Impart a marked stimulus to 
sheep raising in Canada, aaya a report 
on the subject Just received by the 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce. 

The Province of British Columbia. ] 
which In 1B26 increased Its sheep popu- 
lation by twenty-six per cent over 
1B25. and then In 1B27 by twenty-seven 
per cent over the previous year, is 
continuing its assi st ance to provincial 
farmers desirous of engaging in sheep 
raising or adding to their flocks by 
bringing animals from the prairie 
ranges. Under the plan by which 
10.000 ewes were brought into the prov¬ 
ince last year and Jt la expected, will 
result in the transfer of the same num¬ 
ber this year, the fare and reasonable 
expenses of a sheep buyer going to the 
prairies are paid by the Department of 
Agriculture. 

There would appear to be little doubt 
but that the camplagns of govern¬ 
ments. railways, and various Interested 
organisations are bearing fruit and 
that there la a Dominion-wide interest 
In sheep raising such as never existed 
before and a determination to develop 
a sheep industry of proportions Cana¬ 
dian conditions justify. Reposts from 


To stimulate the sale of Government 
land in the Bums* reclamation area, 
provincial officials are about to estab¬ 
lish there three model farms with 
buildings and complete equipment to 
be sold as going concerns. Tenders for 
the erection of the necessary buildings 
are being called now. but as no con¬ 
tracts are being awarded by the present 
Government final action will depend 
upon the new Conservative administra¬ 
tion. » * 

The proposal, as outlined by Hon. R. 
D. Borrow, Minister of Agriculture, la 
that three complete farm units shall 
be created on choice Sumas land at 
Government expense. In every way 
they will be models of modem agri¬ 
cultural methods with house*, barns 
and machinery. It Is believed they 
will be sold wltbout difficulty but their 
matin purpose is to attract farmers to 
the district and to enoourage the estab¬ 
lishment of flrst-claaa farms of similar 
character there.
